Of the smaller societies connected 
with the University^ few have had so 
much useful, and none so continuous 
an existence as the Historical Club. 
As the club Is beginning to show signs 
of considerable activity this sessloii. 
and is obtaining several new niemberu, 
the executive have considered It not 
unfitting Xfi give some account- of the 
origin and purpose of the club, toge 
ther with an outline of the programme 
for this year. ' 

The Historical Club owes Its foun- 
dation to a member of Arts '97i Mr. 
Casewell , Heine,^ who, twenty-two 
yean ago posted' In the Arts Build- 
ing a notice calling' toge.ther all stu- 
dents Interested in the formation of 
a club for the purpose of dlsouBslng 
historical questions. As a result, a 
large number of mm assembled and 
the club was organised. . Since that 
time the club has had a very success- 
ful career, and interest in it has nev- 
er been lacking. 

The purpose of the club has been 
to afford an opportunity for discus- 
sion of subjects of live Interest in 
an Informal and free manner, Impos- 
sible In the lecture room. Fortnightly 
gatherings are held^ and membership 
requires attendance at the majority 
of meetings. The number of members 
has been intentionally limited to 26, 
which has been largely Instrumental 
in making the society one of highest 
order and one with which , those lj)r 
terested in history até alwi^ éagèr 
to be associated. It is not essential 
to be a student in history in order to 
obtain membership In the club, nor is 
admittance to the society limited to 
the Arts Faculty alone. In the past 
as well as in the present year the 
club has members from both the Fac- 
ulty of Medicine and of Science. In- 
terest In the society and wlllln'gnoss 
to contribute to the success of the 
meetings are the essentials. As m.ay 
bo seen from . the programme given 
below, a wide latitude and variety of 
subject has been chosen for the topics 
for discussion this year. Tuples per- 
taining not only to the field of his- 
tory, but to political science and so- 
ciology OS well, will be treated. By 
thus having such a wide range of 
subjects members are enabled to 
choose topics in which they are In- 
terested .and with which they are com- 
petent to deal. 

The club affords a good opportun- 
ity for Intellectual training and ex- 
pansion. In the preparation of pa- 
pers members are given the chanee ot 
conducting research and of express- 
ing original ideas. By taking part In 
the discussion, which Is free and In- 
forma!, students can learn to develop 
their powers of public speaking. 

In the past the place of meeting for 
the most part has been at the home 
of Dr. Colby, to whose interest and 
hospitality the club owes much. As 
Dr. Colby Is away from the city and 
University this year the club will 
have to meet elsewhere. A room 'In 
the Strathcona Hall has been procur- 
ed for the meetings, which will lake 
the form of a "Round Table" group. 
After the paper of the evening has 
been delivered and the discussion on 
it finished, a social period Is spent 
before the break-up of the club, dur- 
ing which refreshments are served. 

Dr. Fryer, whose 'contributions to 
the club in the past have -been ot 
such value, and who has aided the 
executive sb greatly in drawing up the 
schedule of the subjects for the year, 
will be present at the meetings. 

The first me/c'.lng of the session will 
be held on October 31, when Mr. C. 
F. Crosjean, Arts '18, will deliver a 
paper on Rousseau's ."Contract So- 
cial." 

There are a few more vacancies ■ in 
the society, and those intending to 
join should do so lmme41ately.

Oapt. Arthur Traheme Riokards 
Meets With Death. 

MENTIONED IN DESPATCHES. 



Senred for Many Months at the 
Front With Artillery and 
R.F.O. 

Principal. Peterson received word, 
yesterday morning, that Capt. A. T.. 
Rlckords, of the R.a.A. and R.F.C., 
was killed In. action at the front. In 
September. Captain' Blckards ' gradu- 
ated in Science from McGtll, and on 
the outbreak ot war proceeded over- 
seas, later receiving a commission In 
the R.O.A. Capt. Richards proved a 
gallant and efficient officer, and was 
on several .occasions mentioned in 
despatches, while connected with the 
R.F.C.. which he subsequently Joined. 
He Is spoken of by all who knew him 
as a noble and valiant fellow; one 
who was 'beloved by all. 

He was an' .excellent aviator, and 
his death was due to a t^d luck hit, 
gather than any lack of his skill on 
his part, Whiln flying over the lines 
he received a direct; hit' by: a machine 
gun shell from an anti-aircraft gun. 

Captain Arthur Traheme Rlckards, 
R.G.A., attached R.F.C., who wius 
killed on September 13, aged 24, was 
the only son of Mr. and Mrs. F. T. 
Rlckards. of 25 Corfton Road, Ealing. 
He was bom In Bombay in 1892, and 
was educated at Marlborough College, 
and the Central Technical College, 
Kensington, fliilshlng his engineering 
training at the McGlll University, 
Montreal. On the outbreak of war he 
volunteered for service, and returning 
to England, entered 'Woowiich, and re- 
ceived his commission In the U.G.A. 
on April 22. 1915. Shortly afterwards 
he proceeded to the front, In Janu- 
ary. 1916, he was appointed ob.>iervor 
for artillery. Ip the R.F.C., which post, 
hé held till the following October, 
when he returned to England to train 
OS a pilot. He was mentioned in dis- 
patches On November 13, 1910. He ob- 
tained his wings in April, 1917, and 
returned to the front in May. On 
July 12 he tvas made flight command- 
er and Captain, R.F.C. 

The following letter of appreciation 
and sympathy has been received by 
Mr. P; T. Rlckards, from Major Alan 
Dore, Cquadr6n"Commander, in which 
he highly commends the gallantry dis- 
played at all times by Captain Rlck- 
ards:

Dear Sir,— It Is with the greatest 
sorrow that I have to tell you of your 
son's death In actlno. The day before 
yesterday he came to me and said he 
would like to try to get some photos 
we had to take over the Unes. 'Whilst 
coming home, after securing these, 
but before he had recrossed the lines, 
his machine received a direct hit from 
mtl-alrcraft guns, and he and his ob- 
server, Lieut. Marshall^ Lewis, were 
Instantly killed. We recovered . his 
body, which w'aa just behind the front 
line trenches, and he was buried with 
full military honours In the British 
cemetery near this aerodrome. 

In the great loss to you our own 
loss may appear dwarfed, but I as- 
sure you that not a man in the Squad- 
ron but held your son in the highest 
esteem, and wIU mourn with you his 
passing! 

To me his gallant death has been 
à great blow. For over two months 
he has held the post of. Flight Com- 
mander with the greatest success, and, 
whilst I was on leave recently, he 
commanded with his usual succès. 

His fine flying was a noble exam-' 
pie to others, and I have no hesita- 
tion in saying, as I have said to oth- 
ers during his lifetime, that no finer 
pilot or better fellow ever conic to 
Prance. His skill .In flying, his head 
so packed with wisdom, his quiet per- 
sonality, make me mourn the 111 
chance of a stray shell that brought 
him low, for no Hun that ever took 
the air would have been' a match for 
him. , 

His part, a fine one. Is played. To 
you and ail those that knew him and 
held him dear I send my heartfelt 
ssrmpathles. '

That college is sornqthing more than an institution for the ad- 
vancement of learning is a fact generally conceded by thinking peo- 
ple. While "learning" in the narrow sense may be a useful adjunct 
and mtfy even be desirable for its own sake, it is only when tliis learn- 
ing is combined in a practical way with the things of everyday that 
it acquires its maximum value. There is no greater tragedy than a 
man having made himself master of books finding, too late, that the 
side of his nature having to do with men is altogether undeveloped. 
He may know books, it is possible that he may know men in nn 
abstract sense, but to be able to apply his knowledge to the experi- 
ences of life is quite another matter. "To know" and "to do" are 
not as closely allied as is often imagined. Sometimes there is the dif- 
ference between them that there is between success and failure. The 
world is calling for men who not only have the knowledge, but for 
men who can use it to advantage. Mere bookishness is by no means 
commendable. We are reminded that it is not always the gold 
medallist or high ranker who makes a mark in later life. Often the 
contrary is true, and we are surprised witnesses of the amazing pro- 
gress of men considered as poor students in their college days. By 
an ability to apply what they know, men of mediocre mentality are 
continually leaving their more brilliant fellows behind. As stu- 
dents in a great University we desire to be all-round men, not mere- 
ly intellectual sponges, all absorption and having, no point of con- 
tact with the world of endeavour. 

By its very nature a University ought to develop a man's entire 
character, yet we are daily brought into contact with students who, 
save for academic progress, are at the same point as when they en- 
tered two or three years ago. Such a condition of affairs is deplor- 
.able. We dare not assume that they lack the capabilities, but we do 
venture the opinion that whatever they have in the way of social or 
practical talents, are not given a chance to develop. Full scope for 
all one's talent is possible in the University if the student is only 
keen enough to realize it and to act accordingly. He need not go 
away at the end of his college career without having experienced in 
a small way at least, what it is to lead and to be brought face to 
face udth problems that cannot bo solved by reference to an author- 
ity. Aim to do something that is going to bring out more than the 
faculty for remembering. Try to make your personality distinctiyc 
and separate. Too many students are lost to the University because 
they 'are content to remain units in an organization, and will not exert 
themselves to become individuals in a group. 

In McGill there are societies and dubs enough to include every 
student who has any inclination to become a member, or who feels 
that for his own good he ought. The clubs are as various as the 
students themselves. Their activities are an end in themselves, and 
at the same time a means to a greater end — a means of bringing men 
into touch with professors, with new ideas and with other students. 
It is as much part of one's education to develop along the cognate 
lines of learning as it is to know the "whys" and "wherefores'' of 
an ancient dynasty. 

• Get into something that will help you to know men and prepare 
you to be a leader, and incidentally it will give you that "finish" 
which will mark you always as a college bred man.

,'MadaPU Chenu did not at first intend 

! coming to Canada, but, hearing how 
generously the Red Cross was being 
supported here, she decided to ask 
for contributions from Canadians for 
ber "braves poilus." 

. : ' In -opening her lecture Madame 
Chenu 'said that more than 209,000 
books had already been written on 
Paris itself, the city whose every 
stone possesses Its own history. 

As usual with an illustrated lecture, 
Mr. Rellley'ii presence was in demand, 
and aa the lantern in the English 

; Boom was on Its best behaviour, 
Madame Cbenu's splendid pictures 
wcire -shown' to good advantage. It 
was very difficult to decide which of 
the pfictures was the most interestingr. 
the 'quaint prints showing Paris In 
the middle ages, or the photographs 
of the clty .at tho present day. Oni- 
might take the hapy medium by 



choosing a series of pictures such as 
those represenUng the Louvre in the 
various stages of its career. The 
first building on the spot dates from 
the time of the Franks, and went 
through various transformations, un- 
til, at the time of the Renaissance, the 
Louvre of to-day was commenced. 

Another interesting group was that 
of the Tuileries. Catherine de Medici 
wished to build her palace next to the 
Church of St. Germain, but, being told 
that she would die "près de St, Ger- 
main," She gave up the project. When 
she was nearing her end. the only 
courtier who could be found to stay 
beside her was M. St Germain, and so 
the prophecy' was fiilfilled. 

Near the Pont Neuf was the Au- 
gustine 'Convent, which gave rise to 
one of the' famous sayings of Henri 
rv. The street had to. bo widened 
and the monks objected to having put 
of their convent demolished for this 
purpose. Henri IV. argued with them 
until he was out of patience. Then he 
burst out with his famous oath Ven- 
tre Saint Gris, ordering theni to agree 
to his terms within forty-eight hqurs 
or have the building demolished by 
"common Jaw." \ 
, As was natural, a great many of 
the slides depicted scenes of the Re- 
volution—the Place do la République, 
Place de la Concorde, the Bastille be- 
fore 1780, and such heroines as Marie 
Antoinette,^ Charlotte Condee, and 
Mip^dan^e . RolMid. 

Madame Chenu had several pictures 
of the famous Notre Dame de Paris. 
■>nd in closing she read Victor Hugo's 
wonderful description of the Gothic 
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B. V. 0. NOTES.

A rather Interesting letter has been 
received at the University from Onr. 
A. H. Joseph, Ii prominent member 
of Alts '18. who enlisted in the Uc-

Cooden Camp, 
, Bexhill, 
Bept. l»th, 1017, 

Dear , I received your letter of 

\ugust lith yesterday,, which, you 
see took a long time coming. I think 
.hat It went to the other MoGlll bat- 
tery in France, and eventually was 
forwarded to me here. 
. The last time I wrote you I think I 
.v.as in quarantine ot Otterpool, Well 
. left there about the 20th of August, 
ind went to Risboro barracks, to find 
.hat tliey had picked the 13th Cana- 
dian Siege Battery from our draft 
just three days previous, and we had 
.iecn left out, J was natural|y tort. 
It first, but do not care now, as we 
ire Just OS well off. 

I was only at Bhomcliffe two days 
when 1 was sent down here, together 
svith about fifteen other McGlU chaps, 
who were also left out, to take a 
-lege course. This Is our fourth week 
.lere, and I am afraid It is about tho 
ast. This is a Jake, little place, and 
ihe camp, which is an Imperial c.ie, 
-nuch nicer tl)an any of the Canadian 
amps. IrVhen .-we leave here, we will 
rfo to 'VITltley, where the artillery 
have moved to. Capt. Brunton is go- 
ng to try and get all t|ie McGl.lI fel- 
ows back again. Jacl^ MacFarlanc, 
Arts '19,^ was the oiily one in quaran* 
Ine who got baeic to the 13th. Jones, 
Arts '20, Isn't' in U,',ahd is somewhere 
-iround Witley, so the three of us 
hat wanted to stick together ore all 
loparated. 

This camp .Is the Ist Reinforcing 
"tjepot for the R.G.A., and there are 
'bout two hundred Canadians here, 
.'here are lots more in Bexhill, how- 
ever, as the Canadian Training School 
■xtA the Canadian Boys' Gamp, where 
'here are about eight hundred boys 
Mider age, are there.' 

The first week here we spent the 
rreater part of the time on o mus- 
vPtry course, and knded it up by go- 
ng to the ranges at. Fran't for a day. 
The latter is a small place, about two 
hours' ride In the train from here. 
Then we went through the gas course, 
.vhich only takes two days. Going 
lirough the gas chamber was nothing: 
It all, the disagreeable part being the 
'Tionotony of putting on and taking off 
I respirator and helmet for a whole 
lay. 'We do gun drill some part of 
every day, and work on a 4 inch to a 
J. 45 gun. The drill Is practically the 
^ame on them all, there being just 
ilight differences' In the number oi 
aien In each crew. 

We have done quite a lot of dis- 
cing, and I think I'm qualified to 
,oin the navvies' battalion now! The) 
lullt a few trenches and gun em- 
placements here, and we've filled any 
.mmbcr of sand batia and dug piles of 
iods to cover them. Last Saturday 
.iiurning we worked like the deuce, 
13 they told us that If we finished tn. 
job In the morning we'd get off work 
in the afternoon. Howevi^r, thoy 
didn't live up to their promise, and 
made us clean some dirty gun car- 
riages. 

To-day I am a cook's mate, and It's 
lome Job, too! You have to set the 
lables, servo the grub and wash ev- 
■rythlng up after each meal. There 
ire about two m.ates for about every 
fifty fellows. In the mornilng you 
have to take nil the tables, benches, 
and stands outside, and scrub them 
18 hard as you can, and usually, no 
matter how clean you moke them, 
some old bombardier will come around 
md say they are dirty! To-day the 
bunch I am waiting on, have gone for 
a route march, and won't be back for 
dinner until three o'clock. In the 
meantime I am getting oil these few 
lines. 

This camp is a little over two miles 
from Bexhill proper, but the street 
cars run right out. We can got a 
midnight pass to Hastings every night 
if we want It. Tho .latter place is 
much bigger than Bexhill, and about 
five miles further. I usually go "dowi. 
a couple of times a week, but it \* 
really no better than Bexhill. I s.iw 
the "Bynfr Bros." the other night, and 
enjoyed It very much. Jt was thi- 
flrst show I had seen, as I haven't 
had my leave yet. 

Last Sunday I got a. pass to East- 
bourne, which Is ten miles In the oth- 
er direction from here. All these sea- 
side placés are .yery mtich the same.

I might teU you all this 
and much more; but I have not the 
remotest intention ot doing so, be- 
cauae it would not be true- I bave 
one reaeon for writln*. Shall I ln« 
suit your intelligence, dear reader, by 
saying what that reaaon laT 

Let ua be aerlous. Readerl Are 
you wlUiag to accompany me In my 
apparently aimless wanderings, to go 
with me into the coldest, loneUest, 
uninhabitable regions of the thought- 
world T I shall be grateful for your 
aoclety. Yet I would have you ra- 
m*mb«r that I am not your master. I 
am only a child, groping my way in 
the dark, and reaching out my hand 
to touch that of some other child; 
stumbling, falling, losing my way, 
and retracing my steps; alttlng down 
by the roadside to weep, then riv- 
ing and resuming my journey. Whi- 
ther? Towards the Ught, faint and 
far distant, but ever vislblei ever 
bee,i(onlng onward; towards the Light 
that all men know in childhood and 
in later yearn shut their eyei against.

Brown University Women and the War

In Providenc«b Rhode Island, old 
JAd new are strangely mixed. Abouv 
:wo minutes' drive In a \axl-cab taket, 
.he vieltor from an imposing railway 
itatlon and the vicinity of skyacrap- 
-ra to the gates of some of the most 
oeautlful pre-RevoIution houses ot 
.vhich American can boast. The 
Ithode Island School of Design h<is 
on one side of its An Gallery and 
Museum (open in the old home of 
I'urltanism on Sundays!) a workshop, 
with its furnace chimney, for the 
cnUning of students and artisans, on 
the other a museum taking the form 
of a beautifully furnished house such 
as a gentleman of taste and wealth 
might have had at the close of the 
Eighteenth Century. The school de- 
votes special attention to the old in- 
dustries of the old city, among which 
is to be numbered the manufacture 
of Jewellery and just now it is endea- 
vouring to develop the art of Jewel 
uttlng_ since the diamond cutters of 
Vmsterdam and the stone cutters of 
Germany no longer send the product 
jf their industry freely overseas. 

On Saturday last the contrast of 
lid and new coul^ have been noticed 
)n the Campus of Brown University, 
or one hundred and fifty years and 
more the centre of learning In Rhode 
Island, and the pride of rrovldence. 
In the bright autumn sunshine a pro- 
cession of two hundred and fifty wo- 
men students, the enlors clad In aca- 
demic gown, the Junior "class men" in 
white gown and coloured sweaters, 
with a large representation of tVe 
eight hundred Alumnae, and with 
Oovemors, Faculty of the University 
and delegates from other Universities 
and Colleges, made its way through 
the University Campus, .past the fine 
old Georgian buildings that have hous- 
ed succeeding generations of "Brown" 
men since 1762, excepting when from 
December, 1776 to May, 1782. they 
were used as barracks and hospital 
for American and French troops. 
Down the city streets tHe procession 
passed to the Baptist Church, found- 
ed In 1776 "for the public worship of 
Almighty Ood and also tor holding 
Commemorations in." 

At night the same - procession in 
other garb, and in different order, 
formed its way to tables spread for 
a company of six hundred in the Oreat 
Say le Hall, from the walls of which 
portraits of Nicholas Brown and other 
worthies looked down upon men and 
women, young and old, gathered to- 
gether to celebrate the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the opening, of degrees 
to women* and the legal beginning of 
the Women's College In Brown Uni- 
versity, 

The entrance of the United States 
into the war had shorn the celebra- 
tion of some of the Intended festiv-. 
ity. Pageant and Dance had been 
put aside, and indeed would have as- 
sorted 111 with the sombre quiet of 
life about the campus, t'o one In 
that procession could fail to have re- 
marked the significant absence from 
the scene within or without the Uni- 
versity gates, of the young men whose 
home crowned the hill top. It did 
not demand much effort of imagination 
to picture the "remnant" of Brown 
irtudents who remain, spending their 



■Saturday afternoons, as do MoGUl 
..ludenta, in military sxerdaaa. 

It waa to be axpected. that at snch 
i gatheriai; the speakers, both in 
^apel and later at the dinaer, ahoula 
,;ive the history of Uie openinc of the 
Jniversity. to wobiaa and indulge ana 
rejoice in much pleasing ' revival - ot 
old manorieo. Tha story of women 
at Brown is very almilar to tliat ut 
women in other Unlveiaitias. the first 
knocldnga at the door by^ indivldaaib 
•r by asMOciaAiona of women interesi- 
a in their younger sisters; the ob- 
dtades encountered including, si» 
usual, the legal expert with bis strlci 
restriction of the term "youth" to the 
male sex; the feartulness of the sober, 
the contempt of the frivolous, then 
the advent of the ardent friend (in this 
case the Principal of the University, 
E. Benjamin Andrews), who providea 
the coveted teaching, sometimes lend- 
ing his own Library for the purpose. 
In 1892 came the full surrender, and 
after that the gradual building up ot 
a Woman's College In Brown Univer- 
sity. Jn pleasant buildings around a 
neighbouring campus. There women 
students have pursued the same 
.ourses as the met», taught by the 
same Faculty, often in the same classes 
—under conditions rather similar to 
those familiar at McGill, though in 
some respects with rather more separ- 
ate oreanlzation. 

To a guest accustomed to such cele- 
jrations and to similar tales of de- 
velopmpnt the scene w.-uj scanned for 
somethlHK new that mlKht reveal It- 
.lelf, nor was this done In vain. In 
these histories of Women's Colleges 
the interest has by no means cen- 
tred exclusively In the gradual win- 
ning of their way by -women; their 
success in showing their ability to 
profit by opportunity, and to turn it 
to good use. It has been equally main- 
tained in the evidence ot the sym- 
pathetic and generous championship ot 
their cause by men. At such gatli- 
eriiigs It has been usual to find wo- 
men's celebrations cordially support- 
ed by such friends. 

The attention of our observer at 
least on Saturday last, was arrested 
bx/something that ssemed to be new 
In the relation in which the men and 
women speakèrs found themselves. Ten 
years ago some of the numerically 
most important of the Women's Col- 
eges in the SUtes were presided over 
by men of advancing, If not advanced 
years, who must have felt that there 
was much that the less experienced 
women Presidents or Deans of women 
had to learn from them, This year, 
however, some of the colleges have 
brought under the rule of

younger men ■ who have had expert 
ence in 'Women's Colleges, and who 
have known their women Presidents 
and Deans as colleagues, sometimes 
as superior officers. The speeches and 
discussions took on a new tone froin 
this new circumstance*. It was evi- 
dent that the learning from- each other 
was reciprocal, and the'' give and, take 
of persons of like experience appe.ir- 
ed in much that found expression. 
There was an evident drawing toge- 
ther ot these men and women to con- 
sider and discuss a common problem, 
and no longer traces of assumption

There was 
a scene of confldrae. and of mutual 
understanding— th* product of co-op- 
ofaUoa in on. flald of woric 

IndMd. a VnMnt ot a man's col- 
les, who had fmr tan yMn been an 
authority in a woman's college, be- 
came ardwit in discussion to refute 
such a thMn. aa th. following: "No 
student can Ilv. unto himself, and 
thia is the danger of the moment to 
be dreaded for wobimii as for men, 
since they are known to Imitate men" 
— claiming that on the contrary, it 
would be well for women to live their 
own lives more fully than In the past, 
and that they do not Imitate men stu- 
denu, but quickly form habits and 
traditions all their own. The man 
President of a college of nineteen hun- 
dred students quoted Instance after In- 
stance to Illustrate the Independence 
of women students In their standards, 
habits, Judgments. He had formed the 
opinion that women, unlike men, 
"took a real interest in the members 
of the Faculty." The rtory of a for- 
mer President of Brown University 
having created a life-long luipresslon 
upon one of his students merely by 
stopping him on the Campus and bid- 
ding him "good morning," could never 
have occurred in a woman's college! 
He claimed that the women were much 
more daring In giving advice, making 
their wishes known, and quoted an 
Incident— of the student President of 
the Red Cross Society asking for the 
use of the room dedicated, from all 
time, to the use of Trustees and Fac- 
ulty. He proceeded to report that 
she won her point, and mext Insisted 
that the portraits and their frames 
that adorned the walls were insani- 
tary, with the result that the Found- 
ers and Benefactors of the college 
were resting In retirement In a gar- 
ret until the war should end or the 
Red Cross President decide to advise 
another change permitting of their re- 
turn. The same speaker held that 
women put a great deal mora into 
their college life, and determined to 
get more out of it than did men. be- 
cause the former felt this was their 
great opportunity, whereas his know- 
ledge of himself and of the men stu> 
dents he had observed for many years 
made him realise that for the latter 
college life was something by the way, 
and the real things lay ahead, The 
woman President ot Barnard College) 
Columbia University, Insisted that 
women should not be thought imita- 
tive because they had been satisfied 
with the University curriculum toi- 
lowed by mçn for the study ot the 
humanities and sciences are the same 
for all men (in the wider meaning of 
that term), and their study to be pro- 
moted as the foundation of all har- 
mony. 

That the women of Brown Univer- 
sity are quick and capable in prac- 
tical matters can be judged from a 
visit to their co-operative dormitory. 
It Is a coveted privilege to live there, 
and the invitation to do so Is extend 
ed to Honours students only. There 
they take thoir meals, care for the 
house according to a planned schedule 
of work ,eaoh student giving about an 
hour and a half daily, and boarding 
at a very moderate cost. Many, too, 
are the ways in which the students 
help to earn th«ir way through col- 
lege. ■* 

No account of the celebration would 
be complete without a reference to 
the hold that the war.haa taken upon 
the students and Alumnae of Brown 
University. Already many of their 
men have been among those 

"Who. not unmindful of the antique, 
"Came back the generous path of La- 
fayette," 

and have fought and kept their "Ren- 
desvous with Death," for France and 
for her Allies. 

It was evident that all present re- 
presented by the speakers, were turn- 
ing with their accustomed thorough- 
ness and seal to the task of playing 
their part in the nation's stn^ggle. 
They have no Illusion about th'e Ger- 
man menace; they realise the calam- 
ity that awaits them, unless one and 
all they hold .up the hands of those 
who fight the battle of freedom. But 
with them the sense of proportion 
prevails, and they discern the special 
service that It Is theirs to render — 
unless, as one speaker said, the de- 
stroyer should come to such close 
grips with their national life that all 
else has to vanish before the claims of 
the primary needs of defence. Until 
then the training given to women in 
Unlverilties and colleges "should not 
be put Into the background, and re- 
placed by stenography and canning," 
or there would be an aftermath of 
Impoverishment of national life.

The war has cut further Into the 
ranks of the leading amateur athletea 
in the United States. Other fields 
have contributed their «luotas, . but it 
IS doubtful if they cat. equal the 
niiiaber wh^: have Kone from the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union branchea through- 
out the country. Practically all of 
the foremoat athletes, holdera •{ titles 
at one aport or another, are among 
those already in the service, and this 
allotment is more than balanced by 
the many athletea of lesser promin- 
ence who have heard their country's 
calU 

The list of .winners at the national 
A. A. U. tracic and Qeld champion- 
ships held in 191« at Newark, NJ., 
shows the best athletic production of 
the United States emerging from the 
competitions with honors, and the 
rosters- of ^enlisted' men will show 
these same athletes taking their 
places in the lineup of soldiers. AU 
but three of the . victorious competi- 
tors are in the service, and these 
three ' are prevented from enlisting by 
Incapacitation or home ties^ 

A. M. Mucks, the University of 
Wisconsin athlete who won 'the Sliot- 
putting championship, was accepted 
for the army and later rejected. Oeorge 
Qouldlng, the veteran walking cham- 
pion, Is over age for the service, and 
hns a family dependent on him. The 
only remaining member of the vic- 
torious champions of 1916 is P. J 
Ryan, the record holder with the 18 
pound hammer, and his reason for 
not being in the service Is the same 
as that which keeps Mucks inelig- 
ible. 

Jole Ray, the Chicago distance run 
ner, who won the five-mile champion 
ship, is one of the large number in 
the service, and with him are J. E 
Meredith, runner-up for the quarter^ 
mile title; A. E. Ward, of the Ch|. 
cage A. A.. 100 and 220 yard cham 
plon; D, M. Scott, of the Mississippi 
Agricultural College, half-mile cham 
pion; Ivan Myers, Illinois A. C, win- 
ner of the one-mlle-tltle; Robert Simp 
son.

Will Class One Pi'ovlde The 
One Hundred Thousand Men ? 

It will be greatly to the advantage of Canada if the entire quota of ibO,000 men to bo raised under 
the MlUtaiy Service Act can be secured from the firtt class; that is, from the men between the ages of 20 
■nd 34 who were unmarried or widowers without children en July 6th, 1917. 
This is almoit «eli-evident for the following restons: 

it is admitted that, between the age* of 20 and 34, the average man is at the height of his 
physical strength and i* most adaptable to the change of condition* from civilian life; 
dia military ceivice of unmarried men and widowers without children would occasion less 
distress than that of most others, since they are largely without, dependents. Also, it would 
•ntaQ leu (inancisl burden for Canada, through separation allowances, etc. 

Audierilies estimate that, after alt proper exemptions have been allowed, Canada should be able to 
praducc from the first class 100,000 men fit for tervice, *o the drain upon the man power of the country 
will not be severe. 

' Members of Class One will be well sdviaed to present themselves for examination immediately to 
the Medical Board in their districL Upon examination a* to their physical fitness, they will be placed in one 
of lbs following categories: 

Category A— if fit for service in oversess fighting units. : 

Category B— if fit for service overseas in Army Medical Coipi, FoMStiy Battalion, ele. 
Category C — if fit for service in Canada only. 
Category E— if unfit for military service of any nature. 
' <if not placed in Category A, liie applicsnt will know that he is not liable for Immediate service, but will 
go to the Post Office and send in a claim for exemption with his Medical Certificate attached,' when he will re* 
ceive in due course a certificate of exemption until those in hi* medical category are summoned for service. 

ifoWhere a man, who is placed in category A, feel* that exemption should be allowed, an application 
fimnvan be secured from the poslmsster. Thi* form, when filled in, will be forwarded by the poilmaster 
lo'lhc registrar of the diilrict, and the applicant will be informed by mail as to thé time and place for the 
conrid)nalion of his application by the Exemption Board. .
